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Man arrested in connection with pipe bomb 


The Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff Department arrested a 
Norwood Township resident 
May 6 on three counts of pos- 
session of explosives. 

Officers arrested Norman 
Gerard Tolman, 67, whose resi- 
dence is on US-31 south. The 
arrest took place in connection 
with the April 29 discovery of a 
Pipe bomb in Norwood Town- 
ship and the subsequent inves- 
tigation by the sheriff depart- 
ment. 

Each count is a four-year 
felony with a $2,000 fine. The 
charges allege Tolman made the 
bombs with the intent to use 
them against persons or prop- 
erty. A personal recognizance

bond was set by the 90th Dis- 
trict Court at $50,000. 

Tolman turned himself in to 
the sheriff’ s department May 7, 
accompanied by his attorney, 
Harry Golski. 

Tolman was arraigned last 
week before Judge Richard 
May. The judge set a prelimi- 
nary hearing date for Tues., May 
21. 

Golski told the court he will 
show there is no evidence of 
Tolman planning to use any of 
the bombs maliciously or 
against any person or property. 

Sheriff's deputies conducted 
a search at the Tolman resi- 
dence May 3, resulting in the 
discovery of three pipe bombs 


and various materials which 
could be used to construct other 
pipe bombs. 

The sheriff’s office sought as- 
sistance from the Michigan 
State Police bomb squad from 
Grayling to remove and dis- 
pose of the bombs for analysis 
and to provide information for 
further investigation by the 
sheriff’s office. 

Experts from the bomb unit 
confirmed the three bombs were 
in fact pipe bombs. Sheriff 
George Lasatercommended the 
actions of Det. Sgt. Mike Wheat, 
Deputy Jim Owens and Deputy 
Rex Behling for a quick resolu- 
tion to this complaint and sub- 
sequent arrest.

Regarding the picture of the 
Steamer “Hum” in the May | 
Journal: It was once used as a 
pleasure yacht by Gen. US. 
Grant. and was purchased in 
approximately 1900 by Mr. 
Harry J. Price and named “Pil- 
grim.” operating between East 
Jordan and Charlevoix. then 
sold to Mr. George Jepson and 
name changed to the Hum. 

Captained by Mr. J.G. Par- 
tridge of Charlevoix, it made 
three 90-minute trips per day 
between East Jordan and 
Charlevoix ‘vith passengers and 
freight. This operation contin- 
ued unti] approximately 1920. 
(Editors note: the above in- 


formation was taken from

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Area evergreen plants showing 
signs of winter damage 


Many pine tees and other ev- 
ergreen (conifer) tree and shrubs 
in the county are turning brown 
and off-color. According to ex- 
perts at Michigan State Univer- 
sity Extension (MSUE), this is 
result of damage from 
Michigan’s prolonged winter. 

“White pine, especially, is 
showing an extensive amount 
of damage,” said Russell Kidd, 
District Extension Forester with 
MSUE. 

“White pine is very vulner- 
able to winter desiccation or 
drying because of its thinner, 
more delicately-textured foli- 
age. However, other conifer 
plants are showing signs of dam- 
age as well.” 

According to Kidd, conifer 
plants are injured when plants 
experience prolonged periods of 
windy conditions or warm, 
sunny days during the winter. 
Weather conditions such as 
these cause moisture to escape 
from conifer needles that sim- 
ply cannot be replaced by their 
frozen roots. The foliage drys 
out (desiccates) and turns brown, 
yellow or even purple in color 
in some cases. 

“Usually injury is limited to 
the existing foliage, but in ex- 


treme cases, buds may also be 
damaged from extreme winter 
weather,” explains Kidd. “Typi- 
cally, conifer trees green up as 
the spring progresses and ap- 
pear to overcome the damage. 
But occasionally it can be sever 
enough to kill buds or twigs. 
Portions of plants above the 
snow line are especially affected 
by this type of damage.” 

Trees experiencing severe 
damage should be carefully 
monitored throughout the 
spring. 

“If trees are showing signs of 
bud damage or are not greening 
up as they should be, then alight 
watering and fertilization is rec- 
ommended,” advises Kidd. 
“This is no doubt a stress on a 
tree andcan lead to further prob- 
lems if the tree experiences ad- 
ditional stresses throughout the 
growing season. Therefore, 
plants need to be carefully ob- 
served and treated quickly if 
additional stress from insect dis- 
ease or other pests becomes se- 
vere.”

Mires And Kocher Families 

One of the few people living in 
our community today whose au- 
thority is recognized when it 
comes to the early lumbering era 
and coinciding events is Mr, Jim 
Mires of Chestonia. 

So many people have referred 
him to me for particulars that it 
occurred to me that he himself 
would undoubtedly make an out- 
standing subject for review. | 
hope you will enjoy his story as 
much as I have. 

In 1800 Jordan Township (as 
such) was a 5-year-old. But the 
population was small and con- 
centrated largely in compara- 
uvely smal) areas. 

One such area was on the north 
side of the Jordan Valley near 
East Jordan, and the other on the 
southern side near the heads of 
both the Jordan and Green riv- 
ers. 

Between these two extremes 
of the township lay mile after 
mile of big trees. The railroad 
between Bellaire and East Jor- 
dan had not been built and 
Chestonia had not come into ex- 
istence; but it was during this 
year that two families settled on 
and near what is now known as 
Chestonia Hill. 

One of these was J.B. Kocher, 
who became one of the first men 
to take interest, and hold office 
in the civic affairs of the town- 
ship. The other was Mr. Mires, 
father of the subject of this re- 
view. Mr. Mires filed for his 
homestead at the foot and in the 
shelter of a big hill. Kocher when 
he arrived preferred the fresh air 
and the good view to be had on 
the hilltop, and so they filed on 
adjoining homesteads and be- 
came close neighbors. 

Kocher was a farmer who had 
come here from Ohio. He settled 
about a half mile from the site 
where they built their permanent 
home eleven years later. 

If some of you who know the 
place have noticed a black wal- 
nut tree near the road, look at it 
again when you pass next time. 
And remember that the nut that 
tree grew from was carried here 
from Ohio in the pocket of a 
grandmother who hoped to bring 
one of the luxuries of her old 
home with her to this new land. It 
was her gift to her grandchildren 
— a gift that will keep on giving 
for many years. - 


__ Jimwhowasonly afew months 
old when his parents arrived here, 


learned to know the surrounding 
woodlands as well as we know 
our back yards. ° . 
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He and a younger brother, 
Frank thrived on the simple fare 
of the country and they followed 
in their father’s footsteps, as he 
cleared land and broke ground. 
He planted and hunted the hills 
for smal! game which gave both 
a variety to their menu and a 
welcome relief from the back 
breaking labor known by all pio- 
neers. 

Happily for Jim and Frank, the 
Kochers also had children; and 


- growing up together they learned 


to tell the maple from the elm 
and how to keep their sense of 
direction in the woods. Many of 
the fruits of the land found their 
way into the family larders as 
they learned the arts of wood- 
craft, where to find each edible 
berry in its season, and where the 
fish were liable to hide out in the 
heat of the day! 

But ail knowledge cannot be 
obtained from Mother Nature. 
and when a schoo] was built near 
Pinney Bridge, with Mrs. Pinney 
in charge, Jim and Arthur and 
Alice Kocher were enrolled. 

Each day the children walked 
the ridges to school. Many times 
in the winter the snow was hip 
deep and during summer months 
they had to keepa sharp look out, 
as an occasional bear was seen. 
On these occasions they lost little 
time finding the nearest place of 
safety. 

But these were not unusual 
conditions for the times and 
school wenton. It was just one of 
those things, it seems. Cold 
winds, deep drifts; nothing 
seemed to hold terror for the 
sons and daughters of our pio- 
neers. 

The next few years they stud- 
ied under several teachers, in- 
cluding Ida Pinney, Mattie 
Kearns, and never to be forgot- 
ten, Nellie McEwen. Sometimes 


the old call of the woods and the - 


leaves under their feet made it 
very hard to sitin school, so hard 
that at one time when the teacher 
was out of the room, Jim, Arthur 
and Alice climbed out a back 
window and skipped for home. 
It was a big thrill until they 
began to wonder what to tell the 
teacher when they would see her 
next. It was finally settled to tell 
her that their cows had strayed 
near the school house and they 
had gone to take them home.

Strep throat circulating in area 


Parent should be aware that 
cases of strep throat have been 
reported to the District Health 
Department. Anyone can get 
strep throat, but the infection ts 
most common in school-aged 
children. 

An individual with strep throat 
may have any of the following 
basic symptoms: fever, sore 
throat, pain in swallowing, fa- 
tigue, enlarged and inflamed 
tonsils, swollen tonsils often 
covered by pus, reddened throat, 
and tender and swollen lymph 
nodes in the neck area. 

There may be few symptoms. 
High fever, headache, nausea, 
vomiting, and collapse may ac- 
company severe infections. 
Sometimes you can have a rash 
(scarlet fever) which is often 
mistaken for another childhood 
illness such as roseola or 
measles. 

[t is important to know there 
are many other causes of sore 
throat. The illness is usually 
diagnosed by a throat culture or 
a rapid test for streptococcal 
disease. 

Untreated people may de- 
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velop middle ear infections, 
mastoiditis (infection in bone 
behind the ear), throat and neck 
abscesses, pneumonia, and skin 
infections. Other serious prob- 
lems are heart (rheumatic fe- 
ver) and kidney 
(glomerulonephritis) disease, 
and rarely a toxic shock syn- 
drome. 

Parents should be aware strep 
throat is atreatable illness. Peni- 
cillin or other appropriate anti- 
biotics should prevent most 
complications, including rheu- 
matic heart disease. 

The health department urges 
parents to contact their family 
doctors if they think their chil- 
dren may have strep throat. It is 
usually treated with a 10-day 
course of antibiotics taken by 
mouth or an injection of a long- 
acting antibiotic. Individuals 
given an antibiotic must com- 
plete the full course of therapy, 
even if they feel better ina few 
days. 

The illness is spread by respi- 
ratory droplets and direct or 
close personal contact with res- 
piratory secretions of an infected 
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person. ‘lheretore, close per- 
sonal contact with other chil- 
dren during this time should be 
avoided. Children should not 
return to school, day care or 
nursery setting until at least 24 
hours after beginning anti-mi- 
crobial therapy. 

Individuals who are not 
treated may be contagious for 
several weeks. The practice of 
good personal hygiene, proper 
hand washing, and not sharing 
food or other common items 
may reduce transmission of the 
illness.
